For, that our Saviour urg'd this DotFrine, 
never any more, and yet ſure was no Miniſter of the Law, as 
tis oppoſed to the Gofpel : The Jewes,by the Law of Workes, ſought 
to eftabliſh their owne Righteouſneſſe, by their owne Strength, to their 
owne Glory, all which are utterly inconliſtent with Self-denyall : 
Whereas we Chriſtians, by the Law of Faith,eſtabliſþ,notour own, 
but God's Righteouſneſſe ; not by our own, but by God's Strength 3 
notto'our opne, but to God's Glory.

R igbteouſneſſe , to wit, that of the Law, plainly deſcribes the 
R ighteouſneſſe of God by Chriſt upon Faith, to bee a Riyhteouſneſſe 
Ts 51ara, of Knowing Chriſt, and the Power of His Reſurrection, 
end the Fellowſbip of His ſufferings , and to be conform'd to Him in 
His Death. Now it this Conformity be -the Fellowſhip of His Suf- 
ferings, and that Fellowſbip be the Power vf His Re 'urrection , and 
that Power be the Experimentall Knowledge of Chriſt, to wit, 
Crucified within us, (al which is cleare }) what elle is that Con- 
formity , and conſequently the Righteouſneſſe of Faith , but the 
Denyall of our ſelves, being a Conformity to that a& of Chriſt 
wherein Hee Deny'd Himſelfe moſt perfet#ly ? Thus nwch for 
Faith. 

But now for Hope, the Second of the Three Thbeologicall Ver- 
tues, thereis more doubt of that indeed , whether that may be 
reconciled with this Dottrine of Self-denyall ; fince that, having 
our owne Good for its Objet?, ſeemes to be a Self-ſcehing att procee- 


ding onely out of Self-love. But yet __ more ſerious examina- 


tion of the matter, we ſhall ſee,it will not prove ſo.Forthough 
Hope ( ſuch onely I meane as is truely Chriſtian) have Good alone 
for its Objett , and bea Self-ſceking aft ( ineffet ) yer , is not 

built on Self-love, bat wholly on Self-denyall. = 
To cleare this ſeeming Paradox the better, we mult lay down 
Three Grounds, all of them, as we conceive undenyable. Firlt, 
that God alone is good, as our 84aviour plainly tells us, and fo the 
onely Obje of our Hope. Secondly, thar all love of our ſelves is 
not vitious : for certainly Hee that bids us love oxr Neighbour 4 
our ſelves, bids us love our ſelves-i» ſome: ſort , otherwiſe that 
could not be the Rale of our love to our Neighbours , fince wee 
cannot makea Rule of Nothing. Laftly, that that love of our ſelves 
which is terminated in our ſelves, is onely vitious , as ſuppoling 
Our ſelves , and not God alone , to bee Good - butthat which «- 
riſes from, and may bee reſolved into, God, that onely is lavfu!- 
Now hence we argne thus ; That Hope which aimes onely at 
the Fruition of God, and yet at our owne good,, but onely in and 
fromHim, muſt needs be both a Self-ſecking a&,and yet or 
ole 
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Self- denyall, ( far it ſeeks our good, though not a5 it 5r owrs.) But

Being thus enfan- 
chiſed, it made uſe of its owne Freedome to the worft part , and 
ſorbefdagainft God, its Maker, forgetting Him, and direQing 
al things to it (elfe. For ſo, (to onlic the Sin of the Angels nor 
tous ) we finde that Alam, not content wich that Con- 
dition wherein he was ſet by God, brake that Law, wherein he 
was to acknowledge his Dependence and Obedience 3 by which act 
of his he did interpretatively renounce God his Maker, anddiret- 
ly ſought and [et wp bimſelfe. Flere naw came in our Propriety, 
Self-love, Self<will into the World,and therewith finne, the Ori- 
final of all evill; as well of that which is fimply ſuch, ſme, as 
of that which is ſich to ſome things onely,and in ſome reſpetts,i- 
ſerz. For, ſo we finde in the ftory, that Adam, thus [coking bim-
